I will modify this 
ststement by saying that I have read The 
Ledgers which I have received eaoh week 
and with much intereat, as I hsve depended 
Isrgely upon them for a resume of the general 
news in Amsrics, ss well ss at home. Thank 
you for their prompt arrival. 

We have been in England now five weeks 
and in that time have seen quite s lot of the 
islsnd. Lsnding at Liverpool on the 26th of 
June we spent our first week in North Wsles 
visiting ths little villages out of the well- 
beaten path of the tourist. At Bsttws-y-Coed 
we attended a Welsh Church, where the entire 
service was in the Welsh language. We 
could follow the hymns snd prayers very well, 
but when the Preacher began his sermon we 
had to acknowledge it was ovsr our heads, but 
not our hearts, for there was a sermon for 
every one in his earnestneas of mannsr snd 
his sympathetic heart-interest in the spiritual 
welfare of the simple folk listening to his 
We csme away much benefited by the 
our intellect could not comprehend, 
but which our hearts understood perfectly. 

From Wsles we went op to Scotland, where 
we visited the homes of Robert Burns and Sir 
Walter Scott. We were in Edinburgh one 
week enjoying its many historical associa- 
tions with the psat. 1 don't presume there is 
snother such street in Brittsin as tbs one 
which leads from the Caatle to Holyrood Palace 
in Edinburgh. It baa changed very little in 
the last two hundred years, and one requires 
very little historical imagination in strolling 
down this mile of quaint houses to aee on 
every hand signs snd indications of the life 
aa led here in the times of alary Queen of 
Scots and John Knox. 

After leaving Edinburgh, but not before 
visiting ons of its fsmous golf links on the 
Brsid Hills, we came down the Eastern side of 
England, visiting the English Csthedrsl towns 
on the way to London. We saw Durham in 
all its rocky solidity, York with iu greet 
Western fscads snd decorated style of archi- 
tecture, Lincoln, considered the nobleet of all 
the Cathedrals, and Ely. high up on its hill, 
forming s lsndmsrk for ths fsrmsrs miles 
around. We stopped at Cambridge and en- 
joyed an afternoon punting on the Cam and 
visiting the various Colleges which make up 
the University. To my mind Csinbridge is 
more picturesque in its natural situation than 
Oxford, although the latter has the finer 
buildings in its Colleges. I shall not attempt 
to describe our stsy in London. Sufficient to 
say that with our time divided between the 
various picturs galleries, Museums, Westmin- 
ster Abbey, St. Paul's, the Tower, and aeeing 
the King and Queen on their first official entry 
into London, we bad very little leisurs in 
which to smoks our pipe or stroll through 
Byds Park. 

After a few days visit in Oxford ws sbsll 
go to Paris for two weeks and then on to 
Munich and the Paaaion Play, from where I 
ahsll drop you a few lines if I csn find time 
and opportunity. 

Hoping the summer beat in Maysville is not
